April, 1900, may bo selocted at the above-named offices up to tho 28th April, 1900, after which dato 
they will be open for application at the District Land and Survey Oflico, Christchurch, Forms, pam- 
hlets, and maps may be obtained at tho Land Ollices throughout tho colony, or they will bo sent 
Y post on application. 

Tho first ballot for sections for which there aro more than ono applicant on the 19th April, 1900, 
will be held on Saturday, the 25th April, 1900, at noou, at tho local a Offco, Timaru. Possossion 
will be given on the day of ballot. 

Applications must be accom by a doposit of o hall-year's rent and £1 1s. loase-foo, othorwiso 
they will not be considered; and, in casos where the application is for a section on which buildings are 
gituato, the amount of the first half-yoarly instalment of tho value thereof and tho intorest thereon 
must bo deposited.

Applications cannot be entertained from any porson who already holds or has an internat in other 
Jands over 1,000 acres in area, including tho land applicd for, or who has property of the full valuo of 
three times the land applied for, if under 100 acres, or twice tho value if under 500 acres, or one and 
a hall times if over 500 acrea. 

Successful applicatts shall insure all buildings at presont erected on thoir sections to their full 
insurable valuc. 

If there is only one applicant for any section, such applicant shall obtain that section, if the 
Land Board is satisfied that bo is cligiblo, and thereupon his application in respect of all othor 
sections whatsoever shall be void. 

In the event of any person being tho only applicant for moro than ono section such applicant 
shall be entitled to scloct any one of such sections (subject to his being ebgiblo), and thereupon his 
application shall be void as to all other sections; and such applicant | declare his sclection before 

© commencement of the ballot. 

If a person is one of several applicants for moro than ono section, then (subject to his being 
eligible) be shall be entitled to the section for which ho is first successful in the ballot, and thereupon 
his application in reapect of the other sections shall bo void. 

plicants who are landless shall have prefcrouco over those who are not, and the decision of the 
Land Board as to who of tho applicants are jandless and who aro not shall bo final and conclusive, 

An appheant for land shall be doemed to be landless unless at the time of his application he 
already holds, under any tenure, such arca of rural land as, in the opinion of the Board, is suflicient 
for the maintenance of himself and his family. 

In tho case of the husband or wile, if either of them ia not Jandless, neither of them shall bo 
deomed to be landless. 

Selectors are reminded that the terms as to payment of rent, &c., in advance, and fulfilment of 
conditions as to improvements and residence, will bo strictly onforced. 

Intending app! ta should read the conditions of settloment carcfully (seo pamphict), aud also 
make themselves acquainted with the questions, to which they must give written auswers, aud declare 
bo the correctness of such answers.

1st day of July in each year to the Receivor of Land Revenno,.
